The parcel 
post 
system 
which 
Uncle Sam inaugurated the first of 


1913 in the belief that the high cost 


of living would he throttled and the 


farmer would lie greatly benefited by 
shipping his produce directly to the 
consumer in the city has failed ut­ 
terly in bringing about such results, 
say officials of the 
Chicago 
post- 
office department. 
In 
reality 
the 
thing that has occurred 
is 
exactly 
that which the opponents of the par­ 
cel post system said would occur— 
that is, the system has worked out 
to the entire benefit of the big mail 
order houses in Chicago and to them 
alone. 
The 
Chicago 
post-office, 
which is one of the largest in the 
country, is now 
daily 
jammed 
to 
suffocation with parcel post pack* 
ages which are being sent out by the 
big mail order houses, while little or 
no produce is handled as incoming 
parcels. 
“The amount 
of 
food 
p r o d u c t s 
that are shipped from 
agricultural 
districts today hv 
parcel 
p o s t 
is 
hardly wor.th considering,” declared 
Postmaster Campbell recently. 
“It 
is true that the friends of the par­ 
cel post argued that it would allow 
jieople in the cities to get farm pro- 
lucts fresh from the country and 
that the system would cut out the 
middle man, make more money for 
the farmers, and cut down 1 lie high 
cost of living for 
the 
consumers. 
That has not been brought 
about. 
The fanners themselves do not ap­ 
pear to he clamoring for the parcel 
post in the handling of their pro­ 


d u c t s , and my personal experience is 
that they are content with the pres­ 
ent methods of shipments.” 


In the meantime, the mail 
order 
merchants in Chicago are 
saying 
nothing, but sawing wood.

“Bu t y ou , personally , hav e been at­ 
tend ing to his bu siness? He was a col­ 
lector of old fu rnitu re, I believ e?”

That the county highway superin­ 
tendent, J. C. King, and his twelve 
assistants, will have to “ dig down 
into their own jean s” and pay their 
expenses out of their salary, is the 
conclusion to be 
drawn 
from an 
opinion handed down by Thomas M. 
Honan, attorney general, and receiv­ 
ed by Allen R. Holden, county audi­ 
tor. 


The highway superintendent 
will 
receive four dollars a day and his 
assistants will receive two dollars 
and a 
half a day. 
The 
highway 
superintendent is to name a superin­ 
tendent for each twenty-five miles of 
county roads, and this makes neces­ 
sary the appointment of twelve a s ­ 
sistants by Mr. King. 
Mr. King, as 
was announced yesterday, has al­ 
ready appointed Benjamin \Y. Black 
of Washington township. 


The opinion of the state board of 
accounts relative to the expenses of 
the superintendent and his assistants 
received by County Auditor Holden 
is as follow’s : 


Many inquiries have been address­ 
ed to this department regarding the 
fees and expenses allowed the coun­ 
ty highway superintendents and their 
assistants. 
(Acts 1913, page 877.) 
The superintendent shall receive $6 
a day for the time he is actually em­ 
ployed in the work of such superin­ 
tendent in counties having four hun­ 
dred miles or more of county high­ 
ways. 
In counties having less than 
four hundred miles he shall receive 
$4 a day for his services. 
His sal­ 
ary shall he paid out of the gravel 
road repair fund of the county. 


“ The statutes marke no provision 
¡whatever for the payment of any ex­ 
penses of the superintendent or his 
assistants. 
In the absence of such 
provisions the superintendent and his 
assistants will bo required to take 
care of their own expenses. 
Their 
salary is all that they are entitled to 
receive from the county. 
But atten­ 
tion has been called to section 5 of 
the act which provides that an a s ­ 
sistant superintendent ‘when he may 
deem it 
necessary shall 
have the 
right to use a team and when so do­ 
ing he shall receive a compensation 
for the team the sum of fifteen cents 
an hour.’ The assistant superintend­ 
ent is entitled to the above allowance 
only when such team is employed in 
actual work upon the roads of the 
county. 
He is not entitled to such 
allowance when the team is used by 
him as a means of conveyance. 
“ It is one of the duties of 
the 
highway superintendent to make a 
map of all the highways in his coun­ 
ty as provided for in this act. 
No 
allowance should be made to anyone 
else for making 
such a map, nor 
should the superintendent he made 
an extra allowance for making it. 
The act assumed that the hoard of 
commissioners wijl select a superin­ 
tendent who is qualified to discharge 
all the duties of the office and one 
w’ho has knowledge and experience in 
the work required of him. 
“ Inquiry lias also been made if 
the superintendent is entitled to a 
secretary, stenographer or office a s ­ 
sistant. 
The law does not make any 
provision for such help, therefore, no 
allowance can be made therefor. A t­ 
torney General Honan fully concurs 
in our construction of the above act. 
This department is at this time pre­ 
paring forms for use hv the superin­ 
tendent and assistant superintend­ 
ents, and the auditor. 
As soon as 
they are receive# from the printer 
copies of them will be mailed, to­ 
gether with instructions concerning 
their use.

County Highway Superintendent and 


His Assistants May Dig it Out 


of Their "Jeans." 
s 


OPINION BY ATTORNEY HONAN 


Superintendent J. C. King Has Plat 


of Roads Made and Has Ap- 


pointed One Deputy. 


That the county highway superin- 


tendent, J. C. King, and his twelve 
assistants, will have to "dig down 
into their own jeans" and pay their 
expenses out of tlieir salary, is the 
conclusion to be 
drawn 
from an 


opinion handed down by Thomas M. 
Honan, attorney general, and receiv- 
ed by Allen R. Holden, county audi- 
tor. 


The highway superintendent 
will 


receive four dollars a day and his 
assistants will receive two dollars 
and a 
half a day. 
The highway 


superintendent is to name a superin- 
tendent for each twenty-five miles of 
county roads, and this makes neces- 
sary the appointment of twelve as- 
sistants by Mr. King. Mr. King, as 
was announced yesterday, has al- 
ready appointed Benjamin W. Black 
of Washington township. 


The opinion of the state hoard of 


accounts relative to the expenses of 
the superintendent and his assistants 
received by County Auditor llolden 
is as follows: 


Many inquiries ha>ve been address- 


ed to this department regarding the 
fees and expenses allowed the coun- 
ty highway superintendents and their 
assistants. 
(Acts 1913, page 877:) 


The superintendent shall receive $5 
a day for the time he'is actually em- 
ployed in the work of such superin- 
tendent in counties having four:hith- 
dred miles or. more of county high- 
ways. In counties having !less 'than 
four hundred miles he shall receive 
••f'4 a day for his services. 
His sal- 


ary shall be paid out of the gravel 
road repair fund of the county. 


"The statutes mafke no provision 


whatever for the payment of any ex- 
penses of the superintendent or his 
assistants. 
In the absence of such 


provisions the superintendent and his 
assistants will be required to take 
are of their own expenses. Their 
salary is all that they arc entitled to 
receive from the county. But atten- 
tion lias been called to section 5 of 
the act which provides that an as- 
sistant superintendent 'when he may 
deem it 
necessary shall 
have the 


right to use a team and when so do- 
ing he shall receive a compensation 
for the team the sum of fifteen cents 
an hour.' The assistant superintend- 
ent is entitled to the above allowance' 
only when such team is, employed in 
actual work upon the roads of the 
county. He is not entitled to such 
allowance when the team is used by 
him as a means of conveyance. 


"It is one of the duties of 
the 


highway superintendent to make a 
map of all (he highways in his coun- 
ty as provided for in this act. No 
allowance should be made to anyone 
else for making 
such a map, nor 


should the superintendent be made 
an extra allowance for making it. 
The act assumed that the board of 
commissioners wijl select a superin- 
tendent who is qualified to discharge 
all the duties of the office and one 
who has knowledge and experience in 
the work required of him. 
I 


"Inquiry has also been made if 


the superintendent is entitled to a 
secretary, stenographer or office as- 
sistant. The law does not make any 
provision for such help, therefore, no 
allowance can be made therefor. At- 
torney General Honan fully concurs 
in our construction of the above act. 
This department is at this time pre- 
paring forms for use by the superin- 
tendent and assistant 
superintend- 


ents, and the auditor. As soon -as 
they are receive* from the printer 
copies of them will be mailed, to- 
gether with instructions concerning 
their use.
